Helas, 
there Is no doubling the ability 
of the N-bomb to become such a 
fuse. 

This Is why the Soviet Union, 
which has been staunchly 
opposed lo nuclear armaments 
since way back In the 40i, re- 
cognizes, banning neulron weap- 
ons as the only way to treat 
them.

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THE CASPIAN REVEALS ITS STORY 


In AxorbaJ|au, a Sovlot republic on the coast of 
iho Caspian, tho last twenty years have been 
dubbed ‘The goldon aga" ol submarine archaeol- 
ogy. On tho 300-kJIometre long Caspian shelf 
archaeologists have found several medieval set- 
tlements, dating back to the ll-lBth centuries. 
These Include GushtaaB, Byandovan, Dnbendl and 
Shlkhlyar. 

Why did these littoral settlements vanish into 
tho sea? Tha reason Is the multiple forward and 
backward movements of the Caspian waters, for 
which, ss yet, there are no explanations. Scuba 
archaeologists have studied Ihe history of tho 
republic's area. Their numerous "trophies" toll 
tho story of once coaalal towns which are now 
under the sen. The retrieved pottery ware and 
tools testily to a relatively high level of Industry, 
the coins (o the trade links maintained by the 
local population, a collection of weapons speaks 
■bout the high standards achieved by local 
smiths and armourers. 


These settlements were located on former cara- 
van routes: Azerbaijan was once called a gate- 
way to Asia from Europe. This explains the in- 
ternational nature of the different cultures lying 
around the Caspian. While at the same lima 
many nations In Europe experienced the Impact 
of Azerbaijan culture. 

'Trophies" from the bottom of the Caspian: 

Stone friezes depleting men and animals, such 
subject-matter was prohibited by the Koran. 
Scientists believe that each deviations from Koran 
rulings were common in the Caspian area. 

Pottery constitutes a major share of the finds 
retrieved from (he Caspian. These patterns are 
still used by present day Azerbaijan potters and 
craftsmen.

More 
ventilation 
for Alma-Ata 


Almo-Ala, tho capital of Ka- 
7(i k list an, Is often called a clly 
longing for winds. As It lies In 
a holluw surrounded on lhree 
sides by niounlalns and hills, It 
gnts veiy llllle wind. Architects 
and mt rtourolag Isis, therefore, 
have been faced wlUi the task ol 
inducing artificial air currents. 

It was established that what 
natural ventilation did take place 
in tho city was largely due to 
air movement from the moun- 
tains and valleys. This fact was 
taken Into consideration by the 
architects when planning now 
streets and avenues, which art 
now built along the direction ol 
the winds. 

The other measures being 
taken to Increase the natural air 
ventilation of Alma-Ata include 
the planting on the neighbouring 
mountains 4,000-5,000 hectares 
of Tien-Shan firs. It has been 
found that refreshing breezes are 
formed under the canopy of the 
thick needles of these huge 
trees. The gorges then act as 
natural canals for supplying the 
clly residential districts with 
pure Alpine air.

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Masterpiece reborn 


On July 30, 1756, on endless 
train of coaches set out from 
Petersburg carrying Empress 
Elizabeth and her retinue to the 
Tsankoye Selo, now the town 
of Pushkin, for the opening of a 
new country palace designed by 
the illustrious architect Bast- 
rellL 

The 300 m-Iong facade was 
decorated with relief Hons 1 
masks, curving sheila and bal- 
conies with wrought grilles. The 
hefty Atlantes supported Ihe 
delicate columns, and the gold 
o! tho stucco mouldings and the 
white of the columns and statues 
against an azure background 
lent the palace a sumptuous and 
festive look. 

The enchanted guests wound 
their way through the rooms, 
halls, galleries, and alcoves, 
which rivalled each other In the 
fantasy of splendour. 

The Grand Hall took up a 
third ol tho palace, and Its In- 
terior was reflected In 316 big 
mirrors — - tho parquet pattern 
made of precious wood and the 
plcluresque scenes on tba pla- 
fond. The latter, named "The 
Triumph of Russia", was painted 
by Venetian artist Giuseppe 


Valerlanl and covered 050 
square metres. 

The green dining room with 
its stucco mouldings and paint- 
ings reminded one of the an- 
cient Hellenic myths. The Chi- 
nese Hall contained a collection 
ol Eastern china and Its wallB 
were fitted with lacquered panels 
featuring miniatures. The Ambor 
Room was all woven o! pieces of 
precious resins of various 
shades. 

The palace, wliich has en- 
chanted visitors for nearly 200 
years, was turned Into a mu- 
seum after the October of 1017, 
Just as all the other palace 
structures surrounding It, as 
well as sumptuous Catherine’s 
Park. 

The hltlerite Invaders did not 
spare the gem of the town of 
Pushkin. The Soviet troops which 
liberated the town found the 
palace In ruins. 

It look decades of painstaking 
work to restore the masterpiece, 
and one entering now Ihe glit- 
tering halls and admiring ihelr 
paintings and sculptures cannot 
help priding oneself on the res- 
torers who, as it were, recreated 
the Inimitable.

CHEMICAL 
ENGINEERS SAVE 
SILVER 

A major way to save large 
quantities of silver has been 
discovered by chemical en- 
gineers from Byelorussia who 
have invented a technology for ' 
manufacturing basically new 
photographic materials contain- 
ing no sliver. The Paper-and t 
Timber Chemical Works In Go- 
mel has shipped first rolls of 
cheap light sensitive paper on a 
polymer binding. At a local 
clothes factory this material will 
help cut out cloth. Inslrumeot- 
makers hope to uga It to tin- . 
prove the precision of their mea- 
surements. 

The new material has many 
advantages over the convention- 
al photographic paper. It is pro- 
cessed by a very simple meth- 
od, the image it retains la 
clearer, Iho paper Bheets can be 
used another time, and they can 
be stored without packaging. 

Tha paper was first Invented 
at the one of the laboratories at 
the institute of General and Or- 
ganic Chemistry of tbe Byelorus- 
sian Academy of Sciences. Mem- 
bers of the laboratory staff 
found a way to produce a light- 
sensitive material, which Is not 
a (reeled by daylight, reacts only 
to intense ultra-violet rays, and 
is bound to molecules of ordi- 
nary celluloso.

Thorough tesla have ended in 
Sevcrobalkalsk of earthquake- 
proof apartment blocks being 
built by construction workers 
from Leningrad.

Multiple tests have 
shown that the buildings have a 
good margin of reliability.

Allhough traditionally the 
school year Is to begin on Sep- 
tember 1 , work 1* In full swing In 
all the Soviet secondary schools. 
In tills country, preparations lor 
a new academic yoar aro always 
carried out in advance and are 
very substantial, Tans of thou- 
sands ol school houses are 
being repaired and maintained 
beforehand, and many new ones 
are commissioned, It Is a curious 
observation that with the con- 
struction ol schools going on a 
large scale, the number ol 
schools Is constantly decreasing. 
While at the beginning ol Ihe 
1970-71 year, the country had 
190 thousand schools, and 164 
Ihousand by the year 1975-76, 
there were only 145 thousand by 
the previous yoar. The reason tor 
this seemingly paradoxical situa- 
tion Is very simple. Most ol tha 
now schools are built In new 
residential estates and also In 
Ihe countryside where they very 
often Incorporate a number ol 
smaller old village schools. This 
apparent reduction In lhe number 
of schools comes about because 
schools ere enlarged, new big 
modern complexes are set up to 
accommodate 900-1,200 pupils, 
and they are provldod with 
gyms, well-appointed classrooms 
for specific subjects, rooms (or 
after-class activities, and with 
other facilities. In fact, the school 
system Is being further Improved 
In order to create the best pos- 
sible conditions for school stu- 
dies both in town and In the 
country. 

With universal len-year school- 
ing being made compulsory 
throughout the country, ihe So- 
viet secondary education Is being 
equipped with more and more 
most up-to-date teaching aids 
every year. Huge sums ot money 
are spent annually on the pub- 
lication of textbooks. By Ihe 
coming school year, oyer 1,500 
titles oi them have been pro- 
duced In 220 million copies.

It 
ran be heard at the Kiev Opera 
House, at the hlg and small halls 
or the Kiev Conservatoire, in 
Odessa, Lvov, Donetsk, Rovno 
and Cherkassy.
